I do not think the fact that 
there have been many false propn- 
ets should make us doubt our 
Lord’s true word. Perhaps the very 
frequency of these mistakes may 
show that there is truth at the 
bottom. You have a friend who is 
ill, and the doctor says he cannot 
last long; he must die; you have 
called a great many times expect- 
ing to hear of his departure, but 
he is still alive; now the frequent 
errors of the physicians do not 
prove that your friend will not 
die one of these days, and that 
speedily too. And so, though the 
false prophets have said, “Lo, 
here,” and “Lo, there,” and yet 
Christ has not come, 
not prove that His glorious ap- 
pearing will never arrive.

And we are glad that His, “a 
magazine of campus Christian liv- 
ing,” is being published. It will 
be of interest 'to many young peo- 
ple. And we are sure it will help 
many to live for God. The Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship and 
its organ stands for the evangel- 
ical faith, it is against modernism, 
and, I think, generally correct in 
doctrinal position. 

The editor, Rev. Joseph T. Bay- 
ly, was assistant pastor of the 
Wheaton Bible Church for a year 
or two, and we like him and ad- 
mire him. May the Lord richly 
bless him in the difficult task as 
editor. 


But, despite our kindly regards 
for His magazine and Inter-Var-

hardships of the first two expedi- 
tions to Peru occupied ten years 


of Pizarro’s life. They were years 


of extraordinary suffering. His al- 
most super-human resistance, his 


‘invincible will, his splendid cour- 
age had until then given only very 
meager results. The first expedi- 
tion composed of almost 200 men 


had to return without reaching 
Peru. In spite .of the~fact that 
twenty-five per cent of the men 
had died, a new expedition was 


| dispatched in the’ year 1526. Once 


again began the fight with adver- 
sity. The adventurers faced death 
by hunger, by sickness, by storm. 
The heat of the desert, then stink- 
ing swamps and jungles, were fol- 
lowed by the bitter cold of moun- 
tain peaks. Besides all this came 
constant attacks of savage Indi- 
ans. 

The governor of Panama, exas- 
perated by the loss of so many 
lives, resolved to send two ships 
to the island where Pizarro had 
his camp, with orders to return. 
With demonstrations of the wild- 
est joy the two ships, well loaded 
with food, were received by the 
expeditionary force. Only one 
thought prevailed after satisfying 
the most acute pangs of hunger, 
that was to embark in the boats 
and forever abandon the accursed 
island. But the same _ vessels 
brought Pizarro letters from 
Luque and Almargro telling him 
not to give up hope and offering 
to send shortly the elements nec- 
essary in order to go forward. 
That was all the Spanish captain 
needed. One ray of hope! He pre- 
pared to gamble all in the most 
desperate assault imaginable. With 
firm and laconic accents, calcu- 
lated to produce deep impression 
in his rude comrades, he an- 
nounced his purpose. 

“Pizarro drew his dagger,” says 
a writer, “and with evident deter- 


mination marked a line from east 
to west. Then with a _ gesture 
toward the south where he had 
suffered such hardship and defeat, 
he said, ‘Friends and comrades, 
this is the side of death, hardships, 
hunger, nakedness, storms, and 
abandonment. The other side is 
that of pleasure. To the north you 
may go to Panama to be poor. To 
the south to Peru to be rich. Let 
every good Spaniard choose which 
suits him best.’”’ Adding that as 
for himself, he would go to the 
south, he crossed the line. He was 
followed by Ruiz, the brave pilot, 
Peter of Candia, and eleven oth- 
ers. One of the boats immediately 
turned prow toward Panama 
bearing the major part of the dis- 
heartened followers of the Cap- 
tain. Pizarro took possession of 
the other boat, defying the wrath 
of the Governor, and set sail for 
Peru with only thirteen faithful 
volunteers. That decision changed 
the course of history. 

We Christians are not seeking 
the shining silver and gleaming 
gold that lured Pizarro toward 
Peru. We are rich already. Jesus

Christ, the brightest jewel of 
Heaven, is yours and mine.

Our priceless redemption could 
not be secured with gold and sil- 
ver. It cost the precious blood of 
Jesus Christ, God’s Lamb.

His 
Word is, “I will make you fishers 
of men.” He says, “I have chosen 


you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, 
and that your fruit should re- 
main.”

August 9-16. Further details on 
this will be announced later. 


“Missionaries and Youth for 
Christ leaders everywhere,” Eng- 
strom said on his arrival back in 
Chicago, “are thrilled at the tre- 
mendous opportunities now avail- 
able. But they realize their time 
may be short and they are going 
all out to get the job done.” 


In Formosa, Engstrom found 
that 44,700 converts are enlisted 
in a thorough follow up program. 
An unusual “chain reaction sys- 
tem” has resulted in the Formosa 
natives and Nationalist soldiers 
leading no less than 32,000 of their 
peoples to Christ. Engstrom per- 
sonally met one Nationalist soldier 
who had led 36 of his soldier bud- 
dies and family to a personal faith 
in Christ. 

On Okinawa, Robert Shelton is 
going full-time to handle the ral- 
lies there. David E. Morken, di- 
rector of Youth for Christ work 
in the Far East and Engstrom’s 
host, recently was in Korea to 
complete plans for further rallies 
there.

“Louis F. Budenz, a former high 
ranking Communist, under oath 
before a sub-committee of 
Committee On the Judiciary, |

the committee asked the question: 
‘Mr. Budenz, did you know Harry 
F. Ward to be a member of the 
Communist Party?’ Mr. Budenz 
replied, ‘Yes, sir. I knew Dr. Ward 
very well and over a great number

of years.’ Mr. Morris then asked 
this question of Mr. Budenz, 
‘Would you tell us the circum- 
stances that enabled you to con- 


‘clude that he (Dr. Ward) was a 


member of the Communist Party?’ 
Mr. Budenz replied, ‘Dr. Ward has 
been active in a great number of 
Communist fronts, including The 
American League. for Peace and 
Democracy. As a matter of fact, 
he was head of that organization. 


In that connection, and also in| 


connection with many other activ- 
ities of Dr. Ward, he was—I won't 
say frequently, but not infrequent- 
ly, a visitor to the national head- 
quarters of the Communist Party, 
consulting with members of the 
Politburo, sometimes in my pres- 
ence. I also know from conversa- 
tion with Dr. Ward personally of 
his Communist afifiliation.’ 


“This one and same Dr. Harry 
F. Ward is a Methodist preacher in 
good standing TODAY. Bishop 
Herbert Welch in the Christian 
Advocate of June 22, 1950 ‘has this 
to say of Dr. Ward’s powerful in- 
fluence in the Methodist Church: 
‘We were asked (that is Federa- 
tionists in the general conference) 
to assist them in, framing recom- 
mendations, and it was in that 
way, chiefly through the skilled 
participation of Harry Ward that 
the ‘Social Creed’ of the Church 
was first written. It was adopted 
by the general conference and 
soon after by the new Federal 
Council of Churches.’ ”

a successful businessman. He did 
not resign from Christian service. 
He has a fine Christian family 
and is one of the best of friends 
to this preacher. 

Christianity works! The Gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ is the 
most practical thing on this earth 
today. The tragedy is, too many 
of the professed people of Christ 
have not really tried it. 


What is the language of Heav- 
en? Some might think Hebrew, 
the language of the Old Testa- 
ment, the language of patriarchs 
and prophets, to be the language 
of Heaven. I think not. 

Others might think the lan- 
guage of Heaven to be Greek, 
that most-expressive language, the 
universal language when Christ 
came in the flesh. I think not. 

Still others would cry out that 
surely the language of Heaven is 
Pnglish, our own mother tongue. 
I have read magazine articles pre- 
dicting English would become the 
one world language. From experi- 
ence, I know around the world, 
as long as you follow the main 
avenues of ‘travel, whether in 
Cairo, Marseilles, Jerusalem, Bom- 
bay, Shanghai, Rio, Buenos Aires, 
Antifogasta, Barranquilla, or else- 
where, one will rather readily find 
speakers of English. I know at the 
same time if one swerves a few 
blocks to the right or left, he will 
be among a people speaking to 
him a strange language. As long 
as selfishness dominates men, we 
will have no one world language 
on this earth. 

“And the whole earth was of 
one language, and of one speech. 
And it came to pass, as they jour- 
neyed from the east, that they 
found a plain in the land of Shi- 
nar; and they dwelt there. And 
they said one tto another, Go to, 
let us make brick, and burn them 
thoroughly. And they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for mor- 
ter. And they said, Go to, let us 
build us a city and a tower, whose 
top may reach unto heaven; and let 
uS make us a name, lest we be 
scattered abroad upon the face 
of the whole earth. And the Lord 
came down to see the city and the 
tower, which the children of men 
builded.

You now may be ready to urge 
us on with the question, “Well, 
What IS the language of Heaven?” 


Love Is a Language 


I am daring to say that LOVE 
may be the language of Heaven. 
Immediately someone asks, “But 
is love a language?” Turning to 
the dictionary, I find language 
to be “any means or method of 
conveying or communicating 
ideas.” And I am sure that love 
fulfills every requirement of that 
definition at every step of the way. 
Let us remember that languages 
are not always verbally delivered 
or organized. The cry of a baby is 
a language known and understood 
by mothers the world around. Let 
one shake his fist in the face of 
another, backing it with a scowl 
on his own face, and he is speaking 
a language known and understood 
around the world. Business is 
about to pick up. Somebody is 
about to be whipped. Somebody 
had better be able to “back it up.” 
A hen’s cackle means the same 
thing around the world. It says 
we are fixing to have bacon and 
eggs, provided we have the bacon. 
Boy Scouts have their sign lan- 
guage, as ithe Indians had theirs. 
The malitary of this country have 
their signs and emblems—all 
meaningful to those who know 
and understand. 


I further dare to say that in 
love, which I am pleased to call 
the language of Heaven, one may 
say in one moment of time more 
than may finally be said in any 
and all of the twenty-seven hun- 
dred combined languages of this 
earth. 

Let me illustrate. A _ school 
teacher who loves teaching, who 
loves boys and girls, who revels 
in growth and learning and de- 
velopment in Christian character; 
a country doctor going miles and 
after midnight to see a suffering 
patient; or, a minister, before day- 
break, standing beside the dying

Then 
the veteran hobbles to the corner 
of the platform where the flag 
majestically drapes itself about the 
flagstaff. As tenderly as a man 
might, he reaches over, catches 
by the tip the flag, raises it to his 


lips, kisses it, turns it loose, and! 
it again drapes itself about the 
flagstaff. There arises from thou- 
sands of lips such cheering as all 
the orators of all the morning 
have not received. Why? ‘They 
were just talking about their 
patriotism. This veteran has de- 
livered no verbal declaration of 
patriotism. His body “speaks his 
piece.” It says he put his body 
between the enemy and home say- 
ing, “Only over my dead body.” 
He offered his life, he shed his 
blood, he suffered, he sacrificed 
for his country. When have you 
heard oral language properly des- 
cribe that sort of patriotism? 
Again I say, Love is a language. 
It says more than any or all of 
the combined languages of this 
earth! 

That very thing is illustrated in 
the great fifth chapter of Revela- 
tion. They are looking for one 
worthy to take the book and break 
the seals. They have to pass by 
angel and arch-angel, patriarch 
and prophet, cherubim and sera- 
phim. Finally, they look upon One 
who has not said a word so far 
as the record goes. His name is 
Jesus. Yet they look upon Him and 
begin to sing and Say, 

“« ..Thou art worthy to take 
the book, and to open the seals 
thereof: for thou wast slain, and 
hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; 
And hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests: and we shall 
reign on the earth.”—Rev, 5:9, 10. 
In His body He speaks the lan- 
guage of Heaven. On His coun- 
tenance He speaks the language 
of Heaven. In His life He speaks 
the language of Heaven. 

Yes, love is a language. I gladly 
call it the language of Heaven. 


Love Speaks Queerly 
If love is a language, how does 
it speak? It speaks queerly to 
folks who are not in love. The 
Word of God says of it: 


“Love suffereth long, and is 


kind; love envieth not; love vaunt- 


o 


eth not itself, is not puffed up, 
Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil; Re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but. re- 
joiceth in the truth; Beareth all 
things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things. Love 
never faileth: but whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they 
shall cease; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away. 
For we know in part, and we 
prophesy in part. But when that 
which is perfect is come, then 
that which is in part shall be done 
away. When I was a child, I spake 
as a child, I understood as a child, 
I thought as a child: but when I 
became a man, I put away childish 
things. For now we see through 
a glass, darkly; but then face to 
face: now I know in part; but then 
shall I know even as also I am 
known. And now abideth faith,

And it may 
turn out to be an ill day in the 
history of the Church when 
men with the most unsavory 
pasts were singled out as evan- 
gelists, rather than men who 
had the greatest conception of 
God's grace and ability to ex- 
press what took place at Cal- 
vary. 

“That so little evangelistic 
preaching is rooted in the 
scriptures in a day of general 
ignorance of what the Bible 
Says is a.cause for not regret 
alone, but alarm.

The Editor Comments 


We must make allowance for 
the youth and inexperience of the 
editor, and for the fact that his 
article avas slanted for immature 
college students. I remember well 
the extravagance we often faced 
in the Baylor Lariat, edited by 
The Wheaton Record, 
edited by some students of Wheat- 
on College, now and then makes 
profound announcements settling 
the difficulties of the world in a 
non-chalant off-hand manner. Men 
who never held an evangelistic

with an army of devils; how he 
had broken the hearts of his fam- 
ily and friends; how he seemed 
pest all redemption until Jesus 
came. And Jesus had told him to 
go home and tell what great things 
the Lord had done for him. The 
personal testimony may not be 
liked by certain highbrow people 
but it is the plan God uses never- 
theless. Go to the rescue missions 
of America and see how greatly 
God uses the testimony of people 
who have been redeemed from 
drunkenness and crime, and in 
winning other lost sinners. Paul 
the Apostle again and again told 
of his conversion. Personal testi- 
mony has its proper place in evan- 
gelism and it is sadly true that 
many people do not get other peo- 
ple saved because they are not 
greatly impressed with the marvel 
that they themselves have been 
kept out of a burning Hell by the 
grace of God. 


Our brother complained that 
“our test is not their knowledge 
of grace; it is the attractiveness 
of the still-fresh mire of the 
world.” But he has utterly mis- 
read the hearts of common people. 
What they want is not somebody 
who has a theoretical knowledge 
of the grace of God, but one who 
knows that grace in his own heart 
and can tell in simple words and 
with burning testimony what the 
grace of God has done for this 
poor sinner who speaks!

All of us believe, of course, that 
there needs to be more Scripture 
used in preaching. But if he thinks 
the sermons by evangelists are 
not Scripture-based, he needs but 
to read THE SWORD OF THE LORD, 
and check on the sermons we 
publish all the time by evangelists. 
Evangelistic preaching is more 
clearly based upon the Scriptures, 
and more of the Spirit as well as 
the letter of the Word of God than 


any other kind of preaching in 


America today. 


But that seems not to be our 
brother’s chief complaint. He com- 
plains that evangelists use the 
Scripture of the prophets, that 
they preach judgment on Amer- 
ica and judgment on individuals. 
They warn men to “flee from the 
wrath to come.” We fear the com- 
plaint is but an echo of the heresy 
of the Darbyites, the mistaken 
teaching of our dear brother, Dr. 
Lewis Sperry Chafer, now § in 
Heaven, who taught that evangel- 
ists did wrong to rebuke sin, to 
preach repentance, or to preach 
anything else but the simple plan 
of salvation. That position goes 
contrary to the experience of all 
great soul winners and contrary 
to the plain teaching of the Bible. 
Repentance should be preached as 
well as faith. Judgment should be 
preached as well as mercy. Hell 
should be preached as well as 
Heaven. The ruin of sin should 
be preached as much as the plan 
of redemption. So all successful 
evangelists know, and thus the 
enemies of evangelism complain.

The Kingdom

to Him. “And this,” said he, “is 
the second commandment: Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.”’ Then He brought out clear- 
ly our duties and our obligations 
to our fellow-men. So if you are 
going to take Jesus as a model 
of fairness and as a great teacher, 
before you begin to serve your 
fellow-men you must begin to 
know God. Before you begin to 
help those who are round about 
you, and succeed in helping them, 
you must get your inspiration 
from Him. The first command- 
ent is: “The Lord our God is one 
‘Lord,” and you owe ‘a duty to 
Him. And when Jesus saw that 
this man talked with Him fairly 
and ‘honestly, He turned to him 
saying, “Thou art not far from 
the kingdom of God.” 

But I call your attention to the 
fact that Jesus did not say the 
was in the kingdom of God. It is a 
possible thing to be near, and yet 
be out. It is a possible thing to 
be almost saved, and yet be far 
from the kingdom. It is a possible 
thing almost to hear the music 
of Heaven, and yet never know 
Jesus Christ 'as your personal Sav- 
jour. And so my message has to do 
with those of you who because of 
this influence, or because of that, 
have been coming slowly and yet 
surely to the border line. “Thou 
art not far from the kingdom of 
God.” 


So many influences lead one to 
this position. But whatever the 
force may be—whether it is the 
influence of the thome, or of 
preaching, whether it is the influ- 
ence of the best friend you ever 
had in this world, I want to make 
it as plain as I can to you that 
there comes ‘a time when, in ad- 
dition to the mother’s prayers and 
the minister’s pleading, you must 
act for yourself. You must will to 
enter the Kingdom. You must 
say, “I choose Jesus Christ to be 
my personal Saviour.” 

When Mr. Moody was preaching 
in a great series of meetings in 
New Engtand, a young man heard 
him night after night. He felt that 
he ought to be a Christian, and 
he came to the place where again 
and again his hand was lifted for 
prayer; and again and again he 
passed into the inquiry service; 
but he said, “Tomorrow night I 
will settle it,” and ‘leaving the 
building, he passed away from the 
service. 

Walking out to his home at the 
edge of the city, lhe passed under- 
neath a row of trees on the way 
to his house. Suddenly he stopped. 
The moonlight was shining way 
through the trees, he took his 
walking stick and drew a line 
across the pathway. Then he 
stépped back and looked at it. 
“Now,” said he, “if I step over 
that line it means that I will sur- 
render. If I go around that line it 
means that my determination is 
against Jesus Christ.” He stood 
looking at the line only for a mo- 
ment, and then deliberately pass- 
ed over it. And it is a bit of his- 
tory that the man who that night 
found himself near to the king- 
dom. of God, and by an act of his 
will simply stepped over the line, 
became one of the most earnest 
Christians, and one of the most 
faithful workers for Christ. So 
whatever the influence may be 
that has brought you nearer to 
Christ, you never will become a 
Christian until you act for your- 
Self, and say, “I will.” “Thou art 
not far from the kingdom of God.” 
But to be near is still to be lost. 


Allow me to sugest two or three 
things that may have brought us 
hear to the kingdom. First, na- 
tural temperament. While it is 
true that morality which is the 
result of personal effort cannot 
save, at the same time I wish to 
pay a tribute to morality. It is 
hot to be despised. But on the 
authority of God’s Word I dare 
to say there is not found in all the 
New Testament one single verse 
of Scripture, which, if you take 
it in its connection, teaches any 
other thing than this: That man 
is not saved by his own righteous- 
ness; he is not saved by this own 
morality, or his own good graces. 
But he is’ saved because he puts 
his trust in Jesus Christ, accept- 
ing Hjm as his Saviour, letting 
Him become the power and 
strength of his life, letting Him 


ness and greatness. Natural tem- 
perament may bring you very 
near. But if you are boasting of 
a morality attained away from 
Christ, let me ask you this ques- 
tion, Whose is the standard of 
morality? Possibly you may fail 
before my standard. If I were at- 
tempting to be saved in my own 
strength, I might fail before 
yours. There is only one standard 
of righteousness, and that is God’s, 
and no man can ever know God 
nor can he enter into the king- 
dom of God, until he reaches that 
standard. 


It is an absolutely hopeless task 
in your own strength. A man 
might as well try to lift himself 
by his own bootstraps as in his 
own strength to attain to the 
standard of righteousness of an 
infinite God. But when by faith 
you accept Jesus Christ; when 
you turn away from sin and unto 
Him; when you say, “From this 
day on I shall walk with Him”: 
when your life is yielded to Him 
so that He hves in you and works 
through you—then God jooks at 
you no longer in your individual 
capacity, but He looks at you in 
Christ. 


So near, so very near to God, 
Nearer I could not be, 

For in the person of His Son, 
I am as near as He. 


Natural temperament will nev- 
er save you, but faith in Christ 
will. 

I have an idea that very many 
people are brought near to the 
kingdom by home influence. If 
there were no other influence in 


this world that would have 
brought me near to Christ, it 
would have been the influ- 


ence of my father. I saw him 
live an absolutely consistent life; 
I saw him meet reverses without 
complaint; I saw him bury my 
mother with an unfailing faith in 
Jesus Christ: I saw him, after 
having been a man of comparative 
wealth, come down to the plane 
where he faced poverty, and yet 
with ‘his little children about ‘him, 
he never forgot to praise God for 
His goodness to Him. When he 
died, he left me one inheritance. 
It was not money, it was not posi- 
tion. It was a New Testament, 
which was wrapped in a piece of 
paper and given to me as my part 
of the estate. And when I turned 
over the pages of this New Testa- 
ment I saw verses which the had 
marked with ‘his pen; I saw places 
on the margin where he had writ- 
ten his appreciation of God's 
promises. I saw page after page 
that seemed stained with his tears. 
Then I saw at the close of the 
Book his written consecration to 
Jesus. And if there had been no 
other influence in all my life, that 
would have brought me near to 
the kingdom. 


There are many men with fath- 
ers aS true as mine, and as great 
and good as mine, and they have 
brought them near to the king- 
dom, but that will not save you. 
“T would go on my-hands and Knees 
through the streets of this city, 
if I could reach my boy,” said a 
man to me. “I would cut off my 
right hand if I could reach ‘him,”’ 
he said. Then he sat down on the 
couch by my side, dropped his 
face in his hands, and sobbed as if 
his heart would break, as ‘he said, 
“T would die for thhim if I could 
keep him.” There ‘are many fath- 
ers who would die for their boys 
if they could save them, but the 
boy himself must choose, “Thou 
art not far from the kingdom of 
God.” But you never will be saved 
until you say for yourself, “I will.” 


When we were in the city of 
Philadelphia a boy was arrested 
in the upper part of the city and 
taken to the police station. His 
mother, Who never knew that he 
was living other than a good life, 
came down to the prison to see 
him. She brought the cover from 
the bed in his room, thinking that 
he must be cold. She thought he 
might be hungry, and brought a 
little basket of delicacies, such as 
only a mother’s fingers could pre- 
pare. When they opened the iron 
door of the prison to Jet ‘ther pass 
through, and when she got into 
his cell, she gave him the cloth- 
ing to keep him warm, put the 
food down at his feet, and burst
